CHAPTER 121,

AN ACT to fix the place where a constable shall
hold bhis oftice; and providing a penalty for a
violation of its provisions.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follors:

SecTioN 1. Every constable shall hold his of-
fice in the town, village or city in and for which
he was elected or appointed.

SECTION 2. Any constable who shall hold.
keep or open an office without the limits of the
town, village or city in or for which he was
elected or appointed, shall receive no fees for any
service by him performed during the period for
which he so holds his office without the limits
of the town, city or village in and for which he
was elected or appointed.

SECTION 3. This act shall take elfect and be

in force from and after its passage and publi-
cation.
